INTERVIEWING A VICEROY. 

‘BIR HENRY BLAKE'S HISTOBICAL TRIP TO 

CANTON. i 

The following is H. KE. Sir Heury A- 
Blake's narrative of his visit to Canton in 
April Jast :~ 

‘Government House, 
Hongkong, 7th ‘pril, 1899. 

Sm, — With reference to nydespatch No. 
82 of the Istingtant, 1 have tio honour to 
inform you that on the 2nd instant 1 pro- 
ceeded at 5.30 a.m. to Canton ir Her 
Majesty's ahi Fame and arrived at 10 
o'clock, the Viceroy having informed the 
Gonsul that ho would receive mw at 11 a.m. 
1 was accompanied by Mr Stewart Locklart, 
Colonial Secretary, and the mombers of my 
staf, On pmceeding from the Consulate 
to the Viceroy’s Yamén, I found that pre- 
parations had been wade for my reception 
that I did not expect. The streots for the 
two miles oc ao botween the Consulate and 
the Yamén had been washed‘and cleaned, 
and were lined with troops throughout tho 
entire distance. There were botween 1,600 
and 1,800 men, armod with muzzle loaders 
and rifles of various patterns, in addition to 
which 9 large proportion carried revolvere. 
T noticed that all the arms vers quite clean 
and apparently well kept. The streets 
were decorated with flags-on ling poles and 
there were donse crowds who were perfect- 
ly respectful. I. was received by the 
Viceroy with the usual ceremmics and at 
onco entered upon the busines of ing visit, 
Mr Pitz‘ pios, the Vice-Consul, interpreting 
inost admirably. 

After sonw preliminary observations he 
remarked that the friendship botween Eng- 
jhnd and China had been of long standing ; 
on which I assured him that, England was 
China’s best friend, and it was with tho 
most friendly feelings that 1 ind done mny- 
self the honour of visiting him to request 
his immodiate attention to certain acta of 
intimidation and attempts to Ind the peo- 
yle of the leased torritory nstmy by an in- 
flammatory plcnrd that had been posted in 

ny villazcun, a copy of whicl I handed to 

with thoname of the perion who had 

it, Knowing the’ friendly teclings 

of His Escelloney and fooling that ho would 

tuke immediate action, I had determined to 

bring the masttor personally to his natice 

rather thaa telo raph to london and 

Peking that disorder was threitened in hia 

Provinge. Ithereforo requested that the 

writer of the placard should be made 
answereble and punished, —~ 

He answered that he couldnot possibly 
find tho perwn who wrote theplucard. To 
this Idemurrd. He said Idid not know 
China or [ would realise tho lificulty, 1 
answered that [ know China sufficiently to 
know that if His Excellency wanted to find 
any person fn his provifice’that person 
west ‘ortheuming—He-mid the-namo 
given might not be the real culprit. Whom 
did I want punished? I answered that I 
had-not cometo hin to demani the punish- 
ment of any person othor than the real cul- 
prit, but to insure that the teritory leased 
in extension of Hongkong should not be 
allowed to become a préy to agilators pend. 
ing the taking over of the territory by u 6; 
that ‘I had postponed the taking over of 
the territory to the 17th inant for the 
purpose of having matsheds ervcted in 
which to house the officials and police 
who would bo stationed there while proper 
houses and barracks were being built, and to 
give him timo to arrango the stations for 
the Customs now that the boundary had 
beon settled. On this His Exellency said 


that.there was no cccasiun for erection af |. 


now Customsstations as the Customs would 
remain whore they were. 1 answered that 
such a coursewas impossible. He said this 
country is only leased. 11 ‘is China, and 
there is nothing about Customs in the Con- 
vention. * I answered that whether leased, 
lent, or ceded, as avon as the British flag'is 
hoisted it becomes for the timaas effectual. 
ly British territory: as Governnent House, 
Hongkeng, and the Chinose Customs ‘flags 
must be hauled down, I pointed out that 
all the waters of Mirs Bay anl Deep Bay 
as well as the exast linc to the South te- 
coming British under the Convention, it 
was-impossiblo that the Chinse Customs 
authorities coukt-act, as even if a vessél 
were found in these wators. with contra: 
‘band on Yoard she could wt be seiz- 
ed for having them in Chinese waters 
or territary, and if resistance were offered 
to search and life wag lost the Customs offi 
cers would bo put on their tris! fur murder 
jn the Courts at Hongkong. He demurred 
at this, decking in such nse that they 
would be tried in Chinm ; thit if the Cus. 
toma were to ba moved the Convention was 
at an end ;-that the boundary question was 
not yet settlod as ho had not signed the 
delimitation, and. other, arguments, I 
pointed out to His Escellemy that the 
provisions! boundary had be settled by 
two officers regularly accredited and guzet- 
ted ia Hongkong and Canton and was 
therefore-in-accordance-with-the Conven- 
tion, ond thutif timely measurcs were not 
taken by him for the -protedion of that 
frontier China must suffer serious loss of 
revonue by smuggling. ees 

His Excelloncy then said, ‘It is not io 
the Convention. I cannot rmmove them. 
If you insist. on this then allis at an end. 
The Convention is at an endand there is 
no boundary.’ . 3 

"Your Excellency is mistiken,’ I an- 
swered. ‘The Convention ho been made 
by the respective Imperial Governments. 
Neither youtnor I can alter that.’ ‘Is it 
thon agreed that the boundaryis as delintit- 
ed i” he asked. Tsaid, ‘Tet |s.’ (L had 
received the telegram from Peking thatany 
further extension had been firmly declined.) 

I then eallod His Excollency'a attention, 
categorically to my complaints. I said the 

oplo who wore erecting the untsheds had 
en threatencd and were obliged to cease 
working, and that this inflamuntory placard 
handed to him was being extemively posted, 
had no wish to use languagethat.waa not 
of the moat friendly charactor, but I felt it 
my duty to call upon him to lake without 
delay the necessary sepa, first, to have the 
lacards removed and the person who wrote 
thent brought to justice, A fae ee to 
supply ampli protection for tha ics 
woking On mat cheds ; thin, to supply 
similar protection to parties surveying ronds 
that, we proposed to make for tho benofit of 
the poople. "He said, ‘I will send tele. 
gram to the San Oa Magistrate to do what 
you ask,’ I said, ‘I must dymand some- 
thing more definite from your Excellency. 
As for the Sin On Magistrate I can expect 
no help from him, Tam _infumed by Mr 
Stewart Lockhart, our Commissioner for 
dolimitation, thst he has been only a hin- 
drance and thrpwn difficultics In tho way of 
delimitation on every occasion. I must beg 
that Your Excelloncy will yourself give the 
nocesrary order, aud ¥ must ako beg that I 

informed that they have ben obeyed by | 
Tuoaday. next, otherwise I will. proceed to 
hoist ‘tho British flag and ‘takeover the tor- 
titory on Wednesday. - At’ preout I do not 
propose to do so until tho 17th instant,
